a Unbalanced Budget? 


\Indicative of the validity of many educators’ com- 
plaints that today’s emphasis on athletics by colleges and 
junior colleges is far out of proportion compared to scho- 
lastic emphasis is the proposed associated students budget 
for 1961-62. ; 

. Of the expected income of $63,200, a staggering 
$26,087 will be dealt to athletics, accounting for 41.3 per 
cent of the estimated total budget. if, 

Prepared by a committee composed of administrators 
and student leaders, the budget will go to the student 
council for adoption Tuesday. me 

The rise of intercollegiate “big-time” athletics in the 

past ten years throughout the United States has shown a 
marked effect on the nation’s spectators as evidenced by 
the skyrocketing attendance figures during that period. It 
has also stimulated participation of the youth of America 
who, through their athletic abilities, have been able to 
gain a free education and, at the same time, enjoy all of 
the comforts of the finest in equipment and treatment 
financed by the associated student budgets. 

This is fine. : ; 

_ We wish them the best and hope that in the process 
they. can repay us with a conference championship and 
possibly national recognition which will add to the stature 
of the college. 

Yet, it is apparent that the “revolution” has gotten 
out of hand. We are not criticizing the Don coaches for re- 
questing the sum that they did, nor are we finding fault 
with the budget committee for granting their requests. It 
igs similar to an armaments race; the other schools do it 
with larger budgets and we must keep up or face the con- 
sequences. 
; However, when a too burdensome athletic budget in- 
terferes with or lessens the emphasis on academic achieve- 
ment, then the college should either re-evaluat its purpose 
or turn “pro” and forget about the three R’s. 

A case in point is the rejecting on the priority A bud- 
get of a proposal to give six fifty-dollar scholarships to 

' talented students in various fields of interest such as Eng- 
lish, history, music, and business. The proposal was placed 
on the priority B budget instead which means that the 
scholarships will not become a reality unless the estimated 
income is surpassed. 

Perhaps we should take another look at the aims and 
objectives of an educational institution. —J. R. W.

South Pacific Vet 

“My only chance to see the 
waters of the South Pacific was 
when I was a guest of Uncle Sam 
in the Navy,” Dr. Johnson smiled. 

And during the “visiting cruise,” 
President Johnson was interested 
in school systems, “but only saw 
ruins of the Phillippine College.’ 

Soon he was home in the Santa 
Ana School System which he has 
served for.the past 22 years. Dur- 
ing that time he has been elected 
far west representative .for the 
National Committee on Student 
Personnel of the American Junior 
College Association and was In- 
structor. of Eduction Finance at 
the University of Southren Califor- 
nia, where he received his doctor- 
ate after earning ‘his bachelor’s 
degree at Occidental College. 

Active Speaker 

At the present time, Dr. John- 
son serves on many civic boards, 
giving time to various community 
projects. 

“But these next few weeks call 
for speeches . . . a good gradua- 
tion standby!” gleamed the Presi- 
dent. 

_ Dr. Johnson’s text for many of 
his speaches deal with the junior 
college prominence in the educa- 
tional world today. 

“T strongly feel that the junior 
college is the first step in higher

Reach Back 45 Years 


The members of the class of 1961 form the 45th grad- 
uating class of Santa Ana College. 
During those colorful 45 years SAC has sent many 


people out into the cruel dark world, but things were done 
slightly different in the good old days, according to 


Don files. 

The commencement program for 
the class of 1927 featured an en- 
trance march and overture by the 
Junior College orchestra, songs by 
the Men’s Quartet, and the recita- 
tion of a poem by a student. Dana 
King Hammond, director of the 
eollege at the time, introduced the 
commencement speaker, Dr. 
Thomas W. McQuarrie, professor 
of education at USC. 
“El Don” described the speaker as 
“well filled to bring an interesting 
and worthwhile message.” The bac- 
calaureate service for the 59-mem- 
ber class was held Sunday June 
12 at 11 a.m. in the Spurgeon 
Memorial Church, Santa Ana. 

The class of 1937 was composed 
of 202 sophomores. The com- 
mencement exercises were conduct- 
ed in Santa Ana High School gym, 
and the speaker was Professor W. 
Ballentine Henley, dean of the 
school of government at USC. 


Real Gold Award 

_A new monetary award was 
given out for the first time in 
1930. The First National Bank of 
Santa Ana inaugurated a prize of 
$50 in gold to the best commercial 
student in each graduating class.

Prepared by an eight-man com-
